Gentlemen; 


My wife and I have a first class case of the JITTLNS not 
because of what we have witnessed but for fear we too would be the 
source of laughter should we make it public. 


When stories relating to Flying Saucers and Disks made 
their appearance I was inclined to believe they were based on il- 
lusions or imaginary objects and like the majority of people did not 
attach particular significance té them. 


When Mr. Sidney Shalett published his articles relating to 
them in the Ssturday Evening Fost I accepted his doutts and explanation 
as they referred to specific cases. “specially in view of the fact 
our Government denied all responsibility for possible experimental 
missels. 


But now, in the light of our own experience, I am not too 
sure. Possibly there ar@strange, man made objects traveling throught 
the atmosphere. Being reasonably intelligent we have decided to submit 
the following report for what it might be worth. 


We live on a high hill overlooking our community. <e became 
sky conscious during tne war due to many planes flying over our home 
in a north-south direction. Since the war, Capital, sastern and 
Piedmont planes continue to fly this course. Hence we are accustomed 
to looking sky-ward both day and night. 


Saturday afternoon, October the first, at five P.M., my 
wife and I were standing on the hill néar oür nome, and by chance, 
I was looking direct at the Southern Sky.» Then suddenly, there entered 
the field of vision a strange object. Sensing something unusual I 
grabbed my wife by the arm and pointing skyward, shouted, do you see 
what I Bee. " Yes I do she replied" and after its disappearance we 
stood silent,in astonishment,for a moment before either could speak. 


This object came into the iield of vision on about a 45 
degree angle, traveling at a terrific speed, due north, and vanished 
from sight at about tie same position it had become visible. During 
the few seconds it was visible I tried to make a careful observation 
as to its general contour and etc. 


Generally speaking, the best way I gan describe this device 
is to state, that from the ground, it looked like a sheet of metal 
from four to five feet in length and thirty inches wide with rounded

It had no wings nor otner protrusions, neitner was there any sound, 
smoke, nor vapor to be seen nor heard. Only the bottom could be 
seen from the ground, heighth and speed made it impossible to 
ascertain hts heigits or depth. The bottom was suoothg remained 
parallel with the earth,(no waivering) had a metallic appearance 
but did not glisten in sun light. The color was that of lead or 
tarnished tin. 


In flight it followed a straight course, maintained a fixed 
equilibrium, traveled longvise as illustrated, appeared and dis- 
appeared with marked suddenness. 


In my mind I am unable to correlate this object "ith any of 
the various manifestations produced by government calloons as listed 
by Mr.Shalett. The nearest coincident he listed vas tie case of the 
two avaators who saw an object alongside their plane end later 
checked with their passengers for confirmation. However in t.eir case 
it was night time and they were also in the air affording more com- 
plete observation. 


What ve saw was no illusion nor hallucination. I studied medicine 
and have some knowledge of them. It vas no heavenly body. I have read 
three books on astronomy including a college text and many articles. 
It was no arrplene o£ common knowledge. To us, until disproved, it 
was a man made, mechanical gadget, origin unknowne 


Henceforth I vill no doubt, doubt, the conclusions of Lr.Shalett 
and those who supported him in his articles. Possibly some of the 
reports are not illusions nor fragements of tke imagination.  Laybe 
strange objects are sailing above our heads from here or abroad.

(7) General remarks: wie... that while traveling along, 
approximately three (3) riles northeast on highway #31 going north out 
of Holland, Michigan on the 2 October 1949, he sighted a very bright 
and shiny object shaped like a dinner plate. Going east the object 
approached beneath a transparent cloud, the object did a flip, and 
went up into the cloud. expected the object to come out of the 
other side of the cloud, but instead it came out at the point of entry, 
and traveled back along its original route and then disappeared into 
the east, unb clases that the object was in his sight for approx- 
imate: ‘to 60 seconds. It is to be noted that at the time of sight- 
ing was traveling along a heavy traveled highway, and approach- 
ing a turn, states that while approaching the turn in the high- 
way he noticed a barn just right of the turn. The object sizhted was 
just about the height of a yard stick above the barn in his line of 
sight. CMB stated that he judged the cloud formations on the 2 
of October 1949 to be from 5 to 10 thousand feet. 


It is the belief of the undersigned that there is considerable 
margin for error in this report, in view of the fact that the indivi- 
dual making the report was traveling down a well traversed highway, 
and also approaching a turn. The time element involved in viewing this 
object was probably not as great as is indicated due to circumstances 
at the time of sighting. Also the official CAA weather report indi- 
cates that the cloud formations on this day in question in this loca- 
lity were supposed to be at an altitude of 25,000 feet.
